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MR CHAMBERLAIN'S POLICY. 


: : \ 
Leoture.and Discussion. . 

At the City Hall, Jast night, under tho 

auspices of tho Hongkong Odd’ Volumes 
Bociety, Mr Ernest D. Huskell delivered 
“@ lecture on ‘Fisenl Policy and Imporial 
Federation.’ Hon. H. E, Pollock, K.C., 
prosided. There was a goed attendance, 
many Indies being present. 

Mr Pollock intéoduced Mr Haskell, who 
asid that tho subject of his luoture was one 
which lied been vory much in the public 
mind of late, not only of Great Britain but 
of tho Colonies and of the whole Empire, 
Ae referred to the great question of fiscal 
policy. It was 2 queation that affected the 

Smpiro very'vitolly. Tt way of vitat im: 
portance becatso.on the answer to that 
question dependpd the fate, the ultimate 
destiny of the inpire. Wé had been con- 
tent to slumber on in foncled security, and 
ft had been left to Mer Chatuberlain to wake 
up the nation tu the grave Imperial danger 
which confronted it in the  purauit 
of a policy which waa no longer cum: 
patible with the changed eunditions 
under ‘which we lived. Ho did not 
for a moment advocate Protection against 
Free Trade. He did not soy that 
Protection was better than Freo Trade, 
that Prutection brought with ic prosperity 
and progress, and Free Trade ruin and 
decay. As an econumicul principle, ay an 
economical doctrits, ho thought Free Trade 
wan to be proferred, but what he did say 
wan that wo must suit our policy to the 
times, Lf the times had changed, and we 
found that our methods wero no Jonger 
suitable, that in fick ove policy was loading 
us into decay, then the time bad come to 
chnnge that policy, In our rigid ndhurence 
ton shibboleth wo wero blinding varselves 
to the ultimate iseues. In the days whon 
the anti-Corn Laws sgitution was at its 
height, in the days when Cobdon fo 
effectively brought about the repeal of the 
Corn Lawa, and instituted the policy which 
wo wre huw pursuing and hayopureucd ever 
since, the condition of the world was vastly 
differont, and the circumstances by which 
we were surrounded were vastly different. 
Then we wera the workslup uf sho world, 
Foreign countrics then were nol manu: 
facturing countrivs, ov if they were, their 
manufactures were in their infancy, Tut 
behind tho high turiff wall which thoy 
raised they. gradually built up their in. 
dustry, their manufactures improved. and 
increased, until now thoir industries not 
onty had a firm hold of their own markota 
and wero keeping us out, but wore invad- 
ing ours as well, Froo ‘rade is all very 
woll, but it muat be ‘Free’ on both sides, 
Could we call the present arrangement by 
which Great Britain admits the exports of 
all countries free, while her own to forcign 
cuuntriea were taxed to such an oxtent as 
to becnme prohibitive, Free Trude? Was 
that Free Trade? Assuredly not. Under

oliey was nothing short of suicidal, and 
fe doubted very much whether Cobden, 
tind he been alive to-day, would advocate 
tho continuance of the present policy, infaco 
of the changed conditions which anrround- 
ed us, because when he urged the nation 
to this stop, when the rulers of tho nation 
committed them to a Free Trade policy, 
thoy did so in the confident belief that fo- 
reign countries would very soun follow our 
policy; in fnct they anticipated that our 
oxample would resulc in vr.iversal Free 
Trade; but unfortunately their anticipa- 
tions wero not justiied. If Froo Trado 
were universal—if other nations followed 
out exemple--it would bo quite a different 
matter, but we knew it wasnot, Thoro 
wore three aspects, ho thought, from which 
we might view the fiscal proposals of Mc 
Chamberlain, firstly. the power it would 
givo us to retaliate against foreign countries 
imposing hostile tariffs ngninst us; secondly, 
tho maintenance and expansion of Imperial 
trade, and 86 making the Ewpire self-aup- 
porting; and thirdly, ayo breis of Imperial 
Foderation.

? @ he wished particularly to speak and to ox- 


lain why he thought that such a change 
in our fiscal policy was not only desi- 
rable but absolutely essentinl for the 
union of tho Empire und its existencd. Wo 

rided oursolves on an united Empire, an 
Empire united by the bonds of kinship.and 
loyalty and common sympathies, hut did 
wa aver realise how slouder waa tifa’ bond

and however valuable it might be we must 
tomomber that it was liable to bo snapped 
asunder atany moment.

crease of 26 milliony in 30. years; that is’ 
squnt to ‘about 10 per cent, You “atill 
perhaps say then, Why our. trade bas not 
dectinud. Yes, in “point of figures it has 
not; but you must conalder that while our 
tride has increased 10 per cent., durin, 
the name -period the trade of the Unite 
States increnaed from 83 to 282 millions or 
217 per cont., und the othor protected 
countrics toc showing a large: ingtease, aur: 
trade increased only 10. per cant, in spite 
of the fact that the exports from Great 
Britain to’. British possessions alone in- 
creased from 61 to 109 millions during 
that period, or 78 per cent. Uur 
foreign trado had declined from 106 
to 174,400,000. Our Imperial trade-chas 
increased sbundantly, and is capable of vast 
expansion, but it must be atimulated, 
fostored. A system of preferential turiffa be- 
tween Greatritain and the Colonies would 
stimulate aud extend [mpo iat trade, and 
would make the Empiro self-supporting. 
Tt would increnne tho industries of tho Co- 
lonies, as the Colonics wore capable of aup- 
plying oll tho wants of Great Britain ; snd 
the mother country would depend more snd 
more on the Colonics for supplies, inated 
of on foreign sources, and the Calonies 
would in turn take more snd more of Bri- 
tish goods and manufactures, They were 
told that though Great Britain might be 
willing to accurd proferential advantages to 
tho Colonies, the Colonies would not be 
ready to aceord corresponding benefits ‘to 
the mother country. Now hedid not know 
whether that wna true, but hedid krow 
that the.nction of the Colonies proved quite 
otherwise, and that if ono read the spsechus 
of great stateame! these Colonies, men} 
of responsible positions, in every one uf 
those Colonies he thought they would find 
tho same sentinients, the same readiness to 
couperate, thosane readinessto accord beno- 
fita to the mother country to tho utmost of 
thoir power, for thy maintenance and expan- 
sion of our Imperial trade. Canada alecady 
granted u substantial proference to tho 
nother country of 334 per cont., South 
Africa 26 per cent., New Zealand 30 por 
cont,, and Australia was. likely to follow, 
and thoy. were prepared to go farthor. it 
Great Britain wore willing .to moot thom 
with corresponding advantages. But this 
wan exactly what Great Britaia could not 
do, and what Mz, Chamberlain wanted 
Groat Britain to bo able todo, We could 
only say to our Colonies, ‘It is very good 
of you to give usa preferonce, which wo 
Accopt with pleasure, but you. must not ox- 
pect anything from us in return, for, Ho 
msttor how much you may do for us, wo 
ara very sorry we aro not able to extond 
tho same benefits to you, aa our aystem 
will not allow it.’ The Colonies could not 
always give and not recoive. Besides this, 
the Colonies. by giving n preference to 
the mother country, laid themsolves 
open tu the attacks of forsign’ coun- 
trios, who resonted this mark of favour, 
and the mother country could du no- 
thing but lock on, Was this in accord 
with the dignity of the Empire, or condu- 
cive to its consolidation? No, it was not; 
and our present systam would only tand 
gtadunily to alienate the Colonies and lead 
to-the disruption of the Empire.. The 
buildera of the Empire were increasing 
enormously, and wo must draw the Empiro 
closer together, so that the burden might 
fall equally on all, A policy of ‘splendid 
isolation’ was 80 longer practicable for Great 
Britain. Her interests and her destinies 
were bound up with tha Colonies, and the 
Colonies with the mother-land. In union 
lay the strength of the permanence of the 
Empiro, und its union must be based on 
common commercial interests. What wero 
the greatest interests of a nation? Trade, 
undoubtedly, and the greatess interests of 
the Empire were our Imperial tradp. In 
fostering, improving, and oxtending. that 
trade the beat interests of the Empire 
would bo served. Thero wero two 
ronds bofero us, one leading to the 
gradual decline of our indastrion, and 
ultimate disintegration of the Empire, 
tho other leadiug to a strong, united 
prosperous Empire, self-cupporting, sclf- 
relying. That was the road to which 
Mr Chambertsln was pointing, and on 
which he wished té lead tho nation. We 
stood at the parting of the ways. Mr 
Chamberlain's policy was intended to-con- 
solidate the commercial intoresta of the 
Empire ; in consolidating tho commercial 
intoresta the foundation-stove would he 
laid for Imperial Federation, tha best 
interost of tho nation would be safeguarded, 
ani in safeguarding the best interesta of 
the nation would be secured the Jasting 
union and permanence of the Empire. Mr 
Haskell concluded by proposing the follow- 
ing resolutions :—‘(1) That tho timo haa 
now arrived whon, in view of the incroasin 
restrictions on the importation of British 
goods into foreign countries, Great Britain 
should reconsider ber presont policy of freo 
imports. (2) That Great Britain should 
enter into negotiations with the Colonies 
for the purpose of arranging, so tar as 
possible, a preferential tariff botween tho 
mother country and tho Colonies, and vice 
vers, with a view of promoting the closer 
union of the Empire and developing its 
combined resnurces,’ : : :

Judgment Delivered. 

In the caso Gomes _v. Gomes the Chief 
Justice, Sir Wm, Goodman, gave judg. 
ment to-day in Chambers. || ‘ 

‘This was a summons taken cut by 
Antonio Simpliciv Gomes against Francisco 
d'Assia Gomes and Augusto Joseph Gomes, 
the Executors of tho will of one Joao 
Baptiato Gomes, deceased, to detormine the 
question as to what share of certain proper- 
ty bequeathed by the testator waa the said 
A. 8, Gomes ontitlad, under. the said will, 
Mr M., W, Slade; appeared for tho plaintiff 
and Mr arp, K.C., represented the

The Chie! Justice delivered judgment as 
follows : 

Tho date of che will was Auguet 20, 1887. 
The teatator died September #, 1889, and 
Probate was granted in this Colony on No- 
vember 1, 1889. . :
